AGAINST CAITS 
CALLED PERFECT 


George Brodnax, Atlanta 


Secret Service Agent, 
Says Evidence Is Suffi- 
cent To Convict. 


Jacksonville, Fla., April 10—A)— 
Government officials announced to- 
night they had succeeded in collecting 
sufficient evidence for a “perfect 
case against former Governor Sid- 
ney J. Catts, Sr., and four other 
defendants implicated in federal grand 
jury indictments with the operation of 
an alleged million-dollar counterfeit- 
ing ring. 

George H. Brodnax, of Atlanta, 
United States secret service operative 
in charge of this division, whose in- 
vestigation of the alleged counterfeit- 
ing resulted in indictments against 
the five, said the evidence was “suf- 
ficient for conviction” and that the 
cases would be prosecuted “to the 
limit.“ 

Julian Diaz, Tampa attorney and 
alleged head of the syndicate, is held 
under 835,000 bond, while bond for 
Catts and the other three defendants, 
Mateo Mir, Armando Dominguez and 
Madeline Leah Burwell, former secre- 
tary to Diaz, has been set at 817.500. 
Catts, a former Baptist minister, is 
the only one of the quintet who has 
not yet been arrested 

Beginning of Plot. 


Operation of the syndicate started. 


Brodnax said, when Diaz met Catts 
in a Tallahassee hotel and is alleged 
to bave given the Tampa attorney 
55.000 with which to buy equipment 
for making bogus $100 bills, under 
terms of the alleged conspiracy, 
Brodnax said Catts was to have re- 
ceived $25,000 in counterfeit bills in 
return for advancement of the 85.000. 

“Our evidence discloses,” Brodnax 
continued, “that $1,000 of that $5,000 
was used by Diaz as bond for relense 
of one of hie men from jail on the 
guarantee that the prisoner would 
tel! Diaz where he could buy counter- 
feiting equipment. 

»The men bought a hand press, but 
were not successful in making bills 
to look sufficiently genuine, so they 
bought a larger press. We captured 
that press and other equipment in 
Tampa after Diaz had removed it 
from his house to a warehouse. 

“Our evidence also shows that Catts 
met Diaz in Jacksonville and Catts 
refused to accept $25,000 in bogus 
bills because they did not look suffi- 
ciently genuine. Then Catts, Diaz and 
his secretary went to an office supply 
company here and attempted to buy a 
better grade of ink. 

Get Ink in Atlanta. 


“Recause the store did not have 
the right kind of ink they wired a 


firm in Atlanta and received a ship- 
| ment 


large enough to have printed 
several million dollars worth of coun- 
terfeit money. 

“After printing several hundred 
dollar bills, Diaz and his secretary 
went to Miami, where they succeeded 
in passing some of the notes. The 
woman finally was caught and her 
arrest led to the arrest of Diaz and 
others of his outfit.” 

Rrodnax, who has been instru- 
mental in collecting evidence for con- 
victions in a number of counterfeiting 
cases in Florida, said the Diaz-Catts 
case was one of the largest he had en- 
countered in his long experience with

Curb Exchange. 


ACTION SURPRISE 
TO WALL STREET 


Wet Solon Contends That 
Exchange Had No Right 
To List Contraband 
Product Stocks. 


New York, April 10.—(4)—Ofti- 
cials of the New York Curb Exchange 
announced today that they had re- 
ceived a letter from Congressman 
Leonidas C. Dyer, of St. Louis, de- 
manding return of money he lost by 
buying Hiram Walker stock and sell- 
ing it, regardless o? price, when he 
discovered that the Hiram Walker 
Company was a Canadian liquor dis- 
tillery. 

The letter contended that the ex- 
change had no right to list the stocks 
of companies whose product is con- 
traband in this country, an idea that 
apparently caused considerably sur- 
prise in Wall Street. 

Congressman Silent. 

The congressman, who is the rank- 
ing republican member of the house 
judiciary committee and has voted 
against numerous “dry” measures, 
said in Washington that if such a 
letter had been received by the curb 
market’s board of governors “it’s up 
to them.” “I don’t care to discuss it,” 
he said. 

Curb officials declined to make the 
Dyer letter public or to comment on 
it in any way. They did not reveal, 
if they knew, how much of the whisky 
stock the congressman bought and 
how great a loss he took by dumping 
it precipitately in a falling market. 

All that could be learned was that 
the letter said Mr. Dyer bought the 
stock in complete ignorance of the 
business it represented and that when 
he discovered the nature of this busi- 
ness he unloaded, although this ac 
tion caused him, in Wall Street pa- 
lande, to “take a beating.“ 

Other Stocks Listed. 

Hiram Walker is not the only stock 
listed of companies that manufacture 
liquor, and should Representative 
Dyer prove to be correct in his as- 
sertion that such stocks are illegally 
listed both the curb market and the 
“big board’ would have to change 
their ways. 

National Distillers Corporation, 
which used to be the United States 
Food Products; the United States In- 
dustrial Alcohol Company, which has 
a distillery in Cuba; and the Fleisch- 
man Yeast Concern, ‘which makes beer 
in Canada, all are listed on both the 
curb and the stock market.

Three more great steps in Atlanta's 
march to the forefront in southern 
aviation were made Wednesday in an- 
nouncements by the Southern Air 
Transport, Inc., of extensive develop- 
ments to be made at Candler field; 
and in two applications for charters 
of the Atlanta Flying Squadron, Inc., 
a company to engage in commercial 
flying, and the Aviation Syndicates, 
Inc., a company to be organized for 
the handling of aviation securities with 
principal offices in this city. 

Southern Air Transport, Inc., par- 
ent company of the St. Tammany- 
Gulf Coast. Lines, operating air mail 
between Atlanta, Birmingham, New 
Orleans, Beaumont, Houston and oth- 
er Texas cities will erect hangars, 
shops and a general distributing plant 
for airplanes and airplane accessories 
at Candler field, according to an- 
nouncement made Wednesday in a tel- 
egram to The Constitution from Tom 
Hardin, of Fort Worth, general man- 
ager of the company. 

Plans Complete. 

“It is our intention to erect neces- 
sary hangars and shop buildings for 
the carrying on of a complete setup 
of operations in Atlanta,” Mr. Hardin 
said. “By this I mean that we soon 
hope to have planes and equipment 
for general service, mail and vassen- 
ger. 

The company also plans a general 
commercial aviation business on a ma- 


jor scale, Mr. Hardin asserted, add- 
ing that this would N aerlal taxi 
service, sale of all kinda of aircraft 
fand aircraft accessories as well as the 
establishment of a flying 
school employing only the latest type 
planes and the best method of in- 
structions for student pilots. 


First Anniversary. 

Announcement of this company's 
proposed expansion of activities came 
Wednesday afternoon after the Pit- 
cairn company, holders of the New 
York-to-Atlanta. mail contract, an- 
nounced that beginning May 1, the 
first anniversary of the opening of the 
route, the Atlanta-to-New York planes 
would give daily service, including 
Sundays. Mail is not flown on this 
route on Sundays at present. 

Mail stops on the route are Spar- 
tanburg, S. C.; Greensboro, N. C.; 
Richmond, Va.; Washington and Phil- 
adelphia, all of ‘which points will bene- 
fit from the new service. 


Service to Florida. 


The Atlanta-Florida service will re- 
main for the present on a six-day 
basis, Pitcairn company announced. 
W. E. Beach, representative of the

here to New Orleans via Birmingham 
and Mobile and thence to Houston via 
Beaumont, said he had been apprised 
of no contemplated changes on those 
lines, but that a seven-day-a-week 
service would likely be started later 
if conditions warranted. N 

The Chicago-Atlanta air mail serv- 
ice, for which the Interstate Airlines, 
Inc., holds the contract, has been op 
the daily basis and will tie into the 
Atlanta-New York service. Hitherto 
mail has not been flown out of Atlanta 
Sunday night but is expedited by train 
or held for the next outgoing plane 
from Atlanta, dependent on the faster 
method.

C. Parmalee, editorial director Me-

Police Committee Action 
Taken in Conjunction 
With Minimum Fine Ab- 
olition. 


Minimum collateral to be posted in 
traffic law violations will be $6 un- 
til further notice, under a ruling of 
the police committee of city council 
Wednesday night. 

The step is taken in conjunction 
with the abolition of the minimum 
fines in traffic cases, leaving the as- 
sessment to be made by recorders of 
the police courts to the discretion of 
the judges. Minimum fine schedules 
were ubolished at the last mecting of 
city council. 

At t*e same time, Alderman J. 
Charlie Murphy, chairman of the po- 
lice committee, and Chief of Police 
James L. Beavers pointed out that 
the minimum collateral is $6 and that 
the maximum may be assessed as hig 
as $200 in the discretion of the ar- 
resting officer. They thus warned 
autoists against violation of the laws 
in the belief that a collateral of only 
$6 would be required. 

“We will insist on a strict enforce- 
ment of the traffic laws, and this low 
collateral is for the purpose of pro- 
tecting the minor offender: it will 
not protect a wilful violator,” they 
warned.

The formal complaint 
in the’ present case includes a state- 
ment from one of President Hoover's 
speeches in which Mr. Hoover spoke 
emphatically of the necessity to 
build up safeguards, to the isdepend- 
ent business man,” and spoke of the 
importance of the “preservation of his 
independence and individuality.” 

It is clear that an independent 
manufacturer of appliances, not hav- 
ing any alliance with a public utility 
company, must be at a most serious 
disadvantage. 

From the point of view of preserv- 
ing the individual: manufacturer, the 
present complaint is weighty. On the 
other hand, it is a matter of general 
testimony that the public as a whole, 
and the consumers of such appliances, 
prefer to buy their appliances from 
the local public utility — ey 

The consumer has confidence in the 
appliances recommended by the com- 
pany that sells him his electricity. He 
has confidence also that the appliance 
will be kept in repair. 

The arising of this issue adds one 
more to the number of highly impor- 
tant questions now pending in the 
general field of trust legislation. 

One that has become acute this week 
is the matter of permitting a merger 
between the Radio Corporation of 
America and the International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Corporation. It 
is clear that this merger can only be 
authorized by a change of the statutes 
od congress. 

In a third case within the same 
‘field, the oil producers just now seem 
disposed to go ahead with an agree-

mént among themselves to restrict pro- 
duction. They have been told that 
such a step would be contrary to the 
anti-trust law, and that therefore the 
administration cannot authorize or en- 
courage them to make the agreement. 
Their confidence in the merit and pub- 
lie interest of their proposal is so 
strong that they entertain the notion 
of going on with it anyhow. 

Out of these and several similar 
matters now pending arises the sug- 
gestion that congress should amend 
the anti-trust laws. A phrase com- 
monly used is that congress should 
bring the 40-year-old Sberr'an law up 
to date, so as to bring it in step with 
economic developments. As to whether 
congress would be willing to do this 
the answer seems to no. The mood 
of suspicion of large combinations in 
business is not as great as it was 20 
years ago. Enough of it remains, how- 
ever, to justify the presumption that 
congress would weaken the anti-trust 
laws only after long debate, if at all.

Great Saving to Farmer 
Would Result, Secretary 


of War Says. 

— April 10.— (United News.) 
James ; secretary war, 
came back to Chicago tonight to paint 
a glowing picture for the home folks 
of wealth and opportunity at the city’s 
doors and to predict a great future 
for inland waterway transportation 
with the realization of a nine-foot 
channel from hefe to the gulf. 

He addressed the Bankers’ Club of 
Chicago. The Great Lakes and the 
St. Lawrence river extend the gener- 
ous hand and invitation to us; they 
fairly beseech us to co-operate in exe- 
cuting the almost trivial works that 


will convert them into a new Medi- 


terranean for the new continent. 

“Economists calculate that 23,000.- 
000 tons of yearly freight would seek 
this route, four-fifths of its imports 
and exports. From $2 to $3.50 per 
ton would be saved in the cost of ex- 
porting grain; from 6 to cents per 
bushel, all accruing to the farmer. 
The dream of the midwest of a nine- 
foot channel from Chicago to the Gulf 
will soon be a reality. The adminis- 
tration is committed to the program 
and so far as the completion of the 
government's part in the project is 
concerned, there will be no unneces- 
sary delay.” : 

The war secretary said the railroads 
need have no apprehension over water- 
ways development as their business 
will be increased when raw materials 
are cheapened through lower freight 
costa, 

“It is calculated that improvement 
of rixers and harbors has lopped $600,- 
000,000 annually from tz country's 
freight bills. 

“Great lakes improvement, by no 
means adequate as yet, are saving 
$200,000,000 fn each year’s transpor- 
tation costs. 

“It appears from the report of the 
joint board of engineers that a St. 
Lawrence waterway suitable for ocean- 
ere traffic can be provided for from 

174,000,000 to $189,000,000 on the 
assumption that power bears the cost 
of the works built specially for power 
and half the cost of the works built 
jointly for power and navigation.

Moncada’s statement. 

“The above quotations are not strict- 
ly accurate. During the interview re- 
ferred to I spoke of the excellent work 
being done by General Douglas C.

DRY LAW REFERENDUM 
PLAN IN TWO STATES 


Illinois 
Follow Example of Wis- 
consin in Vote. 


BY H. ALAN VOLKMAR, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Chicago, April 10.—(#)—Two new 


state movements looking toward 
amelioration of prohibition laws are 
under way at present on the heels of 
the recent referendum in Wisconsin. 
Illinois and Missouri state legisla- 
tures are considering measures for 
referenda on the wet-dry question. 

Although ever since adoption of 
the eighteenth amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution and the passage of 
the Volstead act there has been in 
numerous state legislatures meas- 
ures affecting the state enforcement 
of prohibition, a definite action has 
been taken by only three states. 

New York, Nevada, Montana and 
Maryland are without state enforce- 
ment acts, all but Maryland having 
repealed them, while Maryland never 
adopted one as such. Wisconsin has 
taken steps to be the fifth to join 
this group. Connecticut and Rhode 
Island never have ratified the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

Although the latter has an enforee- 
ment law known as the Sherman act, 
Connecticut uses state excise laws for 
prosecution of liquor violations, 

led Severson Act. 

Last week Wisconsin, by a majority 
of 125,000, voted in a referendum to 
repeal the Severson act, state en- 
forcement law. Wisconsin voted for 
President Hoover on a dry platform 
last year with almost a 95,000 
plurality. ; 

Senator Thomas Duncan, of Mil- 
waukee, lost no time in taking steps 
to answer the mandate of the Wiscon- 
sin electorate. He has introduced a 
bill, which he said had votes enough 
to pass, that would repeal the Sever- 
son act, abolish the office of prohibi- 
tion commissioner, and repeal the ap- 
propriation of the state prohibition 
department and give to towns and mu- 


sale of intoxicating liquors. 

In Illinois. the Weber-O'Grady 
bill, designed to repeal the state en- 
forcement act. was advanced to the 
third reading in the lower house after 
an amendment was tacked on calling 
for a referendum.

How a portrait of Princess Victoria, 
of Schaumburg-Lippe, the sister of the 
ex-Kaiser who married M. Zubkov, a 
former dish-washer, was repainted to 
represent Saint Joan of Are is re- 
lated by Herr Reuter, the artist. 
Princess Victoria lived at Bonn, and 
was a patron of the hospital there. 
Her gifts were generous, and her por- 
trait, painted by Herr Reuter, was 
hung in a place of honor at the hos- 
pital until 1918, when the allied 
troops marched into the Rhineland. 
The princess, fearing that she might 
become the victim of the revolution- 
aries, placed herself under the pro- 
tection of the British, and her castle 
was used as a corps headquarters. To 
the disguest of her staff the princess 
returned to her palace after 
British occupation, and on seeing the 
Union Jack flying, cried: “Oh, if 
only grandmamma (Queen Victoria) 
could see it she would be pleased!” 
In view of this declaration the hos- 
pital authorities decided that her por- 
trait could no longer remain in the 
hospital. Herr Reuter was sent for, 
and asked if he could paint over the 
picture. Just at that time the Red 
Cross hospitals were disbanded by the 
occupation authorities, and this hos- 
pital was reconstituted as a hospital 
of the Maltese Order. The patron of 
this order is Saint Joan and the 
artist promptly converted the picture 
of Her Royal Highness into Saint 
Joan of Are. As such the picture now 
remains in Bonn. The picture under- 
neath will be a discovery for experts 
in centuries to come.

Yesterday the Salvation Army in 
Atlanta and all America, in 80 na- 
tions of the earth and 67 of the 

Soret tongues of man- 
3 kind, celebrated 
t he centennial 
birthday of Wil- 
liam o o t h, 
founder and 
first general of 
that great 
Christian organ- 
ization. 
Booth was 
born April 10, 
1829, at Not- 
tingham in Eng- 
land and des 
tined in the 
providence of 
God to become 
personally the 
most forceful 
— and successful 
evangelist in the religious history of 
the world. 

I am not setting out here to sum- 
marize g history of the Salvation 
Army, its struggles and successes dur- 
ing its long and fairly mtraculous ca- 
reer upon this sin-submerged planet. 
The army has its own far-flung pub- 
licity process—in fact, the army is 
religious publicity itself. 

It propagates religion in the Jesus 
way, mostly largely “in the open,” 
and performing its humanities when- 
ever and wherever the needy are 
found. 

My own evangelistic experiences 
and observations, obtained all over 
North America and in the British 
Isles, have led me to the fixed con- 
clusion that the Salvation Army is a 
divinely inspired and permanent 
agency for the spread of the simple 
gospel of Jesus throughout the na- 
tions of the earth. be 


Booth Understood His Mission. 


Just 20 years ago when I preached 
in London for a season I had the op- 
portunity and privilege to become per- 
sonally acquainted with General 
Booth. I knew and had co-operated 
in this country with his son, Balling- 
ton Booth, aad his daughter, Evan- 
geline Booth, now the head of the 
army in America. 

Those contacts and his own knowl- 
edge of my evangelistic standing in 
the United States and Canada, en- 
abled me to have two profoundly in- 
teresting interviews with General 
Booth in his headquarters office. 

He recounted vividly his own con- 
version and consecration and how 
out of it all was gendered the idea 
and eventually the organization plan 
for the Salvation Army. He was 
careful to explain that while he re- 
alized that organization was neces- 
sary: for the ordinary discipline and 
operations of his army, its success 
was not to be predicated principally 
upon its organized functions, but 
upon its spiritual unction and depend- 
ence. Hence his paramount insist- 
ence upon communion with and guid- 
ance by the Holy Spirit. Therefore 
his banner of “Blood and Fire,” sym- 
bolizing the redeeming Blood of the 
Cross and the Fiery Tongues of 
Pentecost. 

General Booth firmly held to his 
evangelistic theorem that forms. 


rituals, bodily exercises and image 
adora tions were not of the essence of 
the religion of Christ; that the 
vast unlettered, unlearned multitude 
could not apprehend. and interpret 
them; and so he projected the evan- 
gelism into the streets and the preach- 
ing upon the universally understood 
themes of spiritual experience.

He said that while he was mission- 
ing in India he observed that the fa- 
kirs out there—the magic workers 
of the streets and squares—when they 
had spread out their trick truck in 
the center of a circle of squatting na- 
tive spectators, would begin to play 
upon their reed pipes in such a way 
as to set the whole company weaving 
with his own motions. When he had 
them thus practically hypnotized by 
the music, in rapport with himself, 
he could make them believe whatever 
he told them, and his feats went off 
famously. 

General Booth said that gave him 
the idea that music is a universal 
language. Rhythm will capture all 
classes of minds and can be employed | 


to lead them to concentration upon an 
object or subject. 

Commencing the army’s work among 
the unwashed denizens of the slum- 
mest districts of London, he used the 
simplest music he could employ and 
they could respond to—the tambourine 
and the drum. He found the device 
worked as he had hoped it would. Now, 
you may observe on any street of an 
American city how a crowd will gath- 
er at the sound of the Salvation Army 
drum; and it will become intent upon 
the cornet playing, the singing and 
the testifying exhorters. So the genius 
of General Booth is indicated. 


A Salvage Army as Well. 
The work of the Salvation Army 


has, during these many years, ex- 
e into a vast salvage system vf 
uman help. 1 cannot here enumer- 
ate the scores of segregated agencies 
they employ to rescue men, women and 
children from evil courses, from pau- 
perism, from disease, and temporary

Any difficulty or dis- 
comfort or pain or distress from the 
digestive organs or their working is 
assuredly not from “indigestion” 01 
from a mere error of diet if it hap- 
pens repeatedly or persists more than 
momentarily. When you suffer “dys- 
pepsia” frequently or constantly there 
is something serious the matter with 
you, that’s certain.

(doctors call this cholecystitis) with or

As she breathed the 
gases, she uttered prophesies which 
were translated to the outer world by 
the priests of the temple that had 
grown up around the sacred spot. 
“Kings and statesmen consulted the 
oracle. Palm readers, astrologers and 
common seeresses paled in comparison 
with her powers. The Delphic priests 
interpreted the prophesies of the 
‘priestess so ambiguously they could 
not fall. At one time Croesus of 
Sardis, the Rockefeller of the ancient 
world, contemplated a war against the 
Persians.

The Delphic festival to be held in 
Delphi, Greece, during May, has for 
its ancestor the Pythian games of 
ancient times. These took place ev- 
ery four years in bonor of Apollo, 
legendary founder of Delphi. 

Nothing is left of old Delphi but 
its ruins and a stirring history. Of 
the ruins, the stadium is well pre- 
served. Some features of the festi- 
val will be given there. The athletic 
events probably will take place on 
the less restricted plains of Thessaly, 
where athletes of old displayed their 
prowess. 

City Was Built on Tesrace. 

“Delphi lies on the southern slopes 
of Mount Parnassus, north of the gulf 
of Corinth,” says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D. C., headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. “Ris- 
ing above it are two sheer cliffs, the 
Phaedriadae, or ‘shining ones’ of the 
ancients, and below it lie the Thes- 
salonican plains. The city was built 
in terraces up the mountainside. 

“Until recently the village of Kas- 
tri occupied the site of Delphi but 
it was moved a mile away when ar- 
chaeologists began excavating the city. 
Kastri, with its two inns and a single 
street, is the headquarters for tour- 
ists who visit Delphi.

With the opening of the Pryor 
street viaduct to traffic Monday the 
last link in Atlanta’s biggest and 
most pretentious civic improvement 
will be placed into service.

GEN. MALONE LAUDS. 
WORK OF LAYMEN 


Laymen are as essential in the prop- 
agation of religion as soldiers on the 
field of battle, Major General Paul 
B. Malone, recentl; appointed com- 
mander of the army Philippine de- 
partment, told members of the At- 
lanta chapter of the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of Catholic Laymen Thursday 
night at its annual meeting in Co- 
lumbia hall, 1200 Peachtree street. 

“Bishops, priests and ministers can 
do no more toward spreading Chris- 
tianity than generals and colonels on 
the battlefield,” General Malone said. 
“It is up to the laity to win the war 
just as it is up to the fighting per- 
sonnel to win military engagements.” 

General Malone, an outstanding 
Catholic layman, and at present in 
charge of the sixth army corps area 
with headquarters at Chicago, was 
making his second Atlanta address in 
two days, having addressed the Ro- 
tary Club at its regular weekly meet- 
ing at the Capital City Club Tuesday. 
The general left late Wednesday night 
for Chicago to prepare for his voyage 
to the islands. 

The officer recited details of his 
military career to exemplify his dec- 
laration that a man must be true to 
his religious beliefs to be true to his 
country. He related intimate anec- 
ilotes of some of his comrades and 
of his own experiences, citing them 
to prove that religion is equally domi- 
nant among fighting men in fime of 
war as at home in time of peace. 

More than 300 members of the 
Atlanta chapter and a number from 
other Georgia cities attended the 
meeting. General Malone was intro- 
duced by J. J. Haverty, a vice presi- 
dent of the state association.

WILL INTRODUCE 
BILL TO STABILIZE 
PRICE OF COTTON 


Washington, April 10.—())—A bill 
to create a $300,000,000 fund to be 
used by the secretary of agriculture 
to purchase the surplus cotton crop 
as a means of cotton price stabiliza, 
tion has been prepared tor introduc- 
tion at the extra session by Represent- 
ative Cross, democrat, Texas. Mr. 
Cross, who is a new member of the 
house, said he would press for action 
on the measure at that session. 

The measure, the Texan explained, 
would authorize the secretary to pur- 
chase middling 7-8 cotton whenever 
its price is 18e a pound and to sell it 
whenever the price was 2lc a pound. 
The bill would provide for higher pur- 
chase and sale prices for higher grades 
of cotton. 

By this method Mr. Cross said the 
price of cotton could be stabilized by 
taking off the market the surplus dur- 
ing years of overproduction and plac- 
ing the surplus back on the market 
during years of underproduction. 


BOMBING BY U. S. 
‘MARINES ON ONE 
HOUSE REPORTED 


Washington, April 10.—(?)—Amer- 
ican Minister Eberhardt, at Managua, 
in response to an inquiry from Secre- 
tary Stimson concerning the reported 
bombing of the town of Las Limas, 
Honduras, by American _ airplanes, 
telegraphed today that the marine bri- 
gade commander there had reported 
the bombing of outlaws at Brajil but 
said there was only one house in the 
vicinity. 

The report was virtually the same 
as that made public at Managua by 
marine corps officials.

Canada May Ask 
NewCourtToAct 
Onl’mA lone Case

Washington, April 10.— (United 
News.)—The sinking of the rum smug- 
gler I'm Alone 200 miles off New Or- 
leans by a coast guard cutter may 
provide the first use of the novel 
“international court’’ provided for 
disputed cases under the United 
States-Great Britain liquor treaty. 

A statement by Secretary of State 
Stimson today after receipt of the 
Canadian protest against the sinking, 
denying reports that the Canadian 
note was truculent in tone, was 
lieved to indicate, however, that the 
two nations were not far apart in 
their attitudes. The United States, in 
its reply which will be made public 
together with the protest at an early 
date, may try to persuade Canada 
that the sinking was wholly justified, 
as contended by the coast guard. 


Freedom of High Seas. 


Sinking of the Canadian ship 200 
miles out, however. is believed here 
to raise inevitably the question of the 
freedom of the high seas, a question 
on which Great Britain, Canada, or 
any other British dominion would 
forcefully insist upon immunity from 
American attacks, no matter what 
the cause. 

If diplomatic exchanges do not re- 
solve the differences of the two govern- 
ments under a special provision of 
the rum treaty each will appoint a 
commissioner to consider the evidence 
in the case. If this two-man court 
is unable to agree the case would go 
before the mixed claims commission. 

In the previous American seizures 
of British vessels outside the three- 
mile territorial limits and within the 
“one hour’s steaming distance” treaty 
limit, the issues have been settled in 
American courts. No sinkings were 
involved and in practically every case 
the coast guard got the evidence to 
convict, 


Treaty Provisions. 


The treaty provides that a two-man 
international commission may be set 
up in cases when the American courts 
have not disposed of a case satisfac- 
torily. In this case the ship was sunk, 
so there is no seizure proceeding to 
he adjudicated, as in previous cases. 
The Volstead act conspiracy charges 
have been dismissed for lack of evi- 
dence. Suits cannot be brought against 
the government for recovery of dam- 
ages. And the Canadians have indi- 


This was the same change made by 
the local banks here last August in 
placing money in the call market for 
corporations and individuals.

Apparently of keen intellect and 
well educated, Spence has told offi- 
cers that he is wanted at Albany for 
theft, but a wire from Sheriff O. F. 
Tarver there, stated that there were 
no charges against him. 

“I took the money and I want to 
make a clean breast of it and get it 
off my conscience,” Spence told Sher- 
iff Condren and District Attorney 
Bobbitt. 


“It was money in commercial liqui- 
dation,” he replied to their questions 
as to where the money was taken. 
“Put me in jail and notify authorities 
at Albany, they will tell you all 
about it.” 

And there the matter rests. Sheriff 
Spence and that he believed the man 
slept tonight in the barracks at Fort 
McIntosh, firm in the belief that he 
would be arrested tomorrow.

Vindicated, Says Hilles 


New York, April 10—(4)—Vindica- 
tion for his part in the draft-Coolidge 
movement was seen today by Charles 


H. Hilles. republican national commit- 
teeman from New York, in Calvin 
Coolidge's Cosmopolitan magazine ar- 
ticle in which he told why he did 
not choose to run.

“I believe I was justified, previous 
to receiving that message from San- 
ders” said Mr. Hilles, “in thinking 
the president would accept the nomi- 
nation. 


“He hacerefused to amplify his 
statement that he did not choose to 
run. One of my friends asked him 
directly if he would turn down the 
nomination in case the convention 
drafted him.

The institute is 
maintained by a group of Chicago's 
outstanding citizens, among them 
Marshall Field III, Harold F. McCor- 
mick and Colonel A. A. Sprague, for 
treatment of social diseases.
